Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Ms. Yang called Examiner Rosen, having previously called to 
arrange the telephone interview, and having e-mailed a proposed amendments, and an article from Purchasing 
magazine and an award presented to Hewlett-Packard, as evidence of commercial success. Examiner Rosen said that 
while he congratulated H-P on its commercial success, that was not adequate grounds for patentability; it would be 
necessary to show that the commercial success was the result of what was being claimed as the invention. Ms. Yang 
argues that this was the case, pointing to language on pages 46 and 50 of the Purchasing article. Examiner Rosen 
also pointed out that the spec didn't seem to say "pre-negotiated prting information"; it might be necessary to rephrase 
the proposed claim amsfhedment, and certainly to show that it was supported by the spec. Ms. Yang said that she 
would attend to that; meanwhile, she argues that the pre-negotiated price system of the present invention differed from 
the bidding system of the Stevens reference. Examiner Rosen pointed out that when he went in to Giant Food to buy 
groceries, Giant food dealt with a plurality of trading partners including customers like him, and non-custqesfT^ trading 
partners such as food wholesalers. Ms. Yang pointed out that going to the grocery store did not involve accessing a 
database initialized with information regarding a plurality of trading partners, as recited in claim 1. Examiner Rosen 
argued that making purchases at a website could well involve that. Ms. Yang drew attention to the fourth paragraph in 
the award to H-P, referring to the huge competitive advantage of H-Ps almost unique 3 party buy/sell process. After 
further discussion, Examiner Rosen assured Ms. Yang that he would duly consider an amendment and arguments in 
an RCE, and work to reach agreement if he thought that minor amendments could make it patentable; however, he 
would have to further search the prior art, and di not know what the results of such a search would be. 
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
